Object:  To  help  overcome  nitrogen,  labor,  equipment  shortages  and 
grow  more  feed  crops,  especially  temporary  grazing  crops  to  supplement  perma- 
nent pasture. 

Home  demonstration.  - Sales  of  over  $578,000  in  1942  reported  by  the  20  home 
demonstration  curb  markets.
